United States circuit court at Chicago 
stopped in Boston last night 011 his 
vacation trip, which is to be extended 
as far as Quebec.

money in all the banks, of whatever 
kind, amounted to a little less than 
$10,000,000,000 now, and that this was 
an increase fivefold in the last twenty 
yean;,. 
In the same time the popula­ 
tion has been increasing only at tlie 
rate ot about 23 percent each ten 
years. 
The amount, of wealth in the 
country as a total is much less than 
the savings would indicate. 
But 1 
think the man of today is much richer 
than the man of twenty years ago—I 
mean in the chances to get what will 
give him what he wants. 
It. is an ad 
vantage of opportunity. 
“ The dispatch also made me say 
that the laws of the count ry were be­ 
ing turned into excuses for swindles 
that should iand the promoters in the 
penitentiary and that every drop of 
ray blood boiled with hate and n*-; 
venge.□ Of course 1 said nothing like ; 
that; what I did say was that under 
most state laws outside of Massachus­ 
etts it is impossible for any three men 
to get together and to form a corpora- | 
tion to engage in any unlawful busi­ 
ness without regard to the assets.
